Dr.  Rush  Elliott  Is  Recipient 

Of  First  Rush  Elliott  Professorship 


Dr.  Rush  Elliott,  dean  of  the  Col- 
lege of  Arts  and  Sciences  since 
1954,  has  been  named  the  first  re- 
cipient of  a  professorship  estab- 
lished in  his  name. 

President  Vernon  R.  Alden,  in 
making  the  announcement  at  Com- 
mencement exercises  June  6,  said 
the  professorship  will  become  ef- 
fective at  the  beginning  of  the 
academic  year. 

Dr.  Elliott  requested  early  this 
year  that  he  return  to  full-time 
teaching  of  anatomy,  an  area  of 
study  in  which  he  has  gained 
national  recognition. 

The  Rush  Elhott  Professorship  is 
being  permanently  endowed  by 
physicians,  dentists  and  persons  in 
other  related  professions  through- 
out the  nation.  Each  is  a  former 
student  of  Dr.  Ehiott,  who  has 
headed  the  University's  pre-medical 
program  since  joining  the  faculty 
in  1924. 

A  drive  for  funds  to  support  the 
professorship  has  been  carried  out 
during  the  past  year  by  the  Ohio 
University  Fund,  Inc. 

In  announcing  the  Professorship, 
President  Alden  said  "From  medi- 
cal school  admissions  officers  one 
hears  that  a  recommendation  from 
Rush  Elliott  is  the  best  endorse- 
ment a  medical  school  applicant 
can  have.  Rush  Elliott,  with  his 
drive  and  special  interest,  has  made 
Ohio  one  of  the  leading  pre-pro- 
fessional  schools  in  the  nation." 

Known  for  his  personal  relation- 
ship with  students,  Dr.  Elliott  also 


keeps  in  close  contact  with  hun- 
dreds of  alumni  who  have  gone  on 
through  professional  schools.  "He 
is  the  best  professor  I've  ever  had, 
and  that  includes  medical  school," 
said  one  of  his  former  students. 
"And  I'm  sure  many  of  his  former 
students  would  say  the  same  thing." 

The  1924  Ohio  graduate,  a  na- 
tive of  New  Concord,  O.,  received 
his  A.M.  degree  from  Ohio  State 
University  in  1926  and  his  Ph.D. 
from  the  University  of  Michigan  in 
1930.  He  has  also  done  graduate 
work  at  Cornell  University  and  the 
Franz  Theodore  Stone  Laboratory, 
Put-In-Bay,  Ohio. 

Dr.  Elliott  was  a  research  guest 
at  the  Wistar  Institute  of  Anatomy, 
Philadelphia,  in  the  summers  of 
1935,  1937,  and  1941.  He  is  co- 
author of  a  textbook  and  lab  man- 
ual and  author  of  numerous  re- 
search pubhcations  in  anatomical 
journals. 

A  Fellow  in  the  Ohio  Academy 
of  Science,  he  has  served  as  vice 
president  and  executive  secretary. 
He  also  holds  membership  in  the 
American  Association  of  Anato- 
mists, American  Society  of  Zoolo- 
gists, Phi  Beta  Kappa,  Sigma  Xi, 
Phi  Kappa  Phi,  Tau  Kappa  Alpha, 
Omega  Delta  Kappa  and  Phi 
Kappa  Tau  social  fraternity. 

Before  being  named  dean  of  the 
College  of  Arts  and  Sciences,  he 
served  as  director  of  summer  ses- 
sions (1946-51)  and  dean  of  the 
University  College  (1951-54),  in 
addition  to  his  teaching. 


Dr.  Elliott  is  married  to  the 
former  Frances  Gray,  '26,  a  former 
member  of  the  University's  art 
faculty.  They  have  two  daughters, 
Mrs.  Margaret  Ehrhart,  Wauwa- 
tosa.  Wis.,  and  Mrs.  Susanne  Szi- 
jarto,  Athens,  O.,  and  a  son,  Rush 
Eugene,  a  June  graduate  of  Ohio 
University. 
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NEW  GRADUATE  COLLEGE  DEAN  IS  APPOINTED; 
Dr.  William  Clippinger  To  Resume  Teaching 


Dr.  Taylor  Culbert,  professor  of 
English  and  a  member  of  the  Ohio 
faculty  since  1953,  became  dean 
of  the  Graduate  College  on  July  1. 
He  succeeded  Dr.  Donald  R.  Clip- 
pinger, who  requested  returning  to 
full  time  teaching  as  professor  of 
chemistry. 

Dr.  Culbert  had  been  associate 
dean  of  the  Graduate  College  for 
the  past  year.  He  also  has  served 
as  president  of  the  Ohio  University 
Press  since  it  was  revitalized  in 
1963. 

A  graduate  of  Yale  University, 
with  M.A.  and  Ph.D.  degrees  from 
the  University  of  Michigan,  Dr. 
Culbert  joined  the  Ohio  faculty  as 


an  instructor  in  English  in  1953.  He 
was  promoted  to  assistant  professor 
in  1957,  associate  professor  in  1961, 
and  professor  this  year.  His  aca- 
demic field  of  specialization  is 
medieval  literature. 

Dr.  Culbert  has  helped  direct 
the  Ohio  University  Press  to  a  posi- 
tion of  national  prominence,  pub- 
lishing approximately  10  books 
annually,  most  of  which  are  re- 
viewed in  leading  periodicals.  His 
own  writing  has  been  focused  on 
scholarly  articles  for  professional 
journals. 

Dr.  Clippinger,  who  joined  the 
Ohio  faculty  in  1928,  had  been 
dean  of  the  Graduate  College  since

1953.  He  was  chairman  of  the  De- 
partment of  Chemistry  for  several 
years,  and  has  written  several  text- 
books and  scientific  articles  on 
chemistry.  He  was  graduated  from 
Otterbein  College,  and  received 
his  M.A.  and  Ph.D.  degrees  from 
Oliio  State  University. 

Active  in  public  organizations 
concerned  with  education  at  all 
levels,  Dr.  Clippinger  was  presi- 
dent of  the  Ohio  School  Board  As- 
sociation in  1957.  He  has  also 
served  as  president  of  Athens, 
Ohio,  Board  of  Education.  Dr. 
Clippinger  is  listed  in  "Who's  Who 
in  the  Midwest,"  "Who's  Who  in 
America,"  and  "Men  of  Science." 
He  is  the  author  of  several  text- 
books and  numerous  articles  in 
scientific  magazines. 

In  announcing  the  appointment, 
President  Vernon  R.  Alden  praised 
the  work  of  both  men.  "Dean  Clip- 
pinger has  been  instrumental  in 
the  rapid  development  of  graduate 
studies  at  Ohio,  including  the 
establishment  of  our  doctoral  pro- 
grams," the  President  said. 

"Dr.  Culbert  has  been  a  national 
leader  in  the  creation  of  methods 
for  improving  English  proficiency 
among  students.  At  Ohio  he  has 
served  as  chairman  of  several  im- 
portant committees,  including  those 
for  Distinguished  Professor  Awards, 
faculty  affairs,  and  curricular  re- 
views. He  has  proven  himself  to  be 
an  outstanding  scholar  and  admin- 
istrator." 
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DR.  ROBERT  L.  SAVAGE 

REPLACES  EDWIN  J.  TAYLOR  AS 

ENGINEERING  COLLEGE  DEAN 


Dr.  Robert  L.  Savage,  director 
for  research  in  science  and  engi- 
neering at  Ohio  University,  was 
named  dean  of  the  College  of 
Engineering  and  Technology.  He 
assumed  his  new  position  July  1. 

Dr.  Savage  succeeded  E.  J.  Tay- 
lor, dean  since  1947,  who  retired. 

President  Vernon  R.  Alden,  in 
announcing  the  new  appoiniment, 
said:  "Dr.  Savage  brings  to  the 
deanship  a  broad  scientific  back- 
ground in  the  areas  of  private  re- 
search, industry  and  education." 

The  new  dean  came  to  Ohio  Uni- 
versity in  the  spring  of  1964  from 
North  American  Coal  Corp.,  Cleve- 
land, where  he  was  a  vice  president 
in  charge  of  research.  Before  that 
time  he  had  served  as  assis'cant 
superintendent  of  chemical  engi- 
neering at  Battelle  Memorial  Insti- 
tute, Columbus,  and  professor  of 
chemical  engineering  at  Case  Insti- 
tute of  Technology,  Cleveland. 

During  his  first  year  at  Ohio  he 
has  headed  a  program  of  encour- 
aging and  coordinating  science  and 
engineering  research.  He  also  was 
responsible  for  development  of 
new  contracts  for  sponsored  re- 
search undertaken  in  those  aca- 
demic areas. 


A  native  of  Paulding,  Ohio,  Dr. 
Savage  was  graduated  from  Ohio 
State  University  and  received  his 
master's  and  doctoral  degrees  from 
Case  Institute  of  Technology.  He 
and  his  wife  have  two  daughters. 

Dean  Taylor,  a  graduate  of  the 
U.  S.  Naval  Academy  and  a  re- 
tired Rear  Admiral,  assumed  the 
deanship  upon  his  retirement  from 
active  duty  in  1947.  He  is  fisted 
in  "Who's  Who  in  America"  and 
"Who's  Who  in  Engineering." 

He  is  past  president  of  the 
Athens  Rotary  Club  and  the  Ohio 
Society  Sons  of  the  American  Revo- 
lution, and  a  member  of  the  Ohio 
Society  of  Engineers,  Ohio  Acad- 
emy of  Science  and  the  American 
Society  for  Engineering  Education. 

"Dean  Taylor  has  earned  high 
respect,  both  in  engineering  and  in 
the  military,"  President  Alden  said. 
"During  his  years  as  dean,  the 
College  of  Engineering  and  Tech- 
nology has  moved  ahead  steadily 
and  provided  the  foundation  for 
a  great  surge  in  the  immediate 
future." 

The  first  building  in  a  multi- 
million-dollar science  and  engi- 
neering complex  is  being  con- 
structed this  summer. 
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DR.  EDWARD  PENSON  REPLACES 
ALBERT  GUBITZ  AS  DEAN  OF 
OFF-CAMPUS  PROGRAMS 


Dr.  Edward  M.  Penson,  associate 
professor  of  dramatic  art  and 
speech,  was  named  dean  of  oflF- 
campus  academic  programs  in  a 
meeting  of  the  University's  Board 
of  Trustees  June  6. 

Dr.  Penson  succeeded  Dean 
Albert  C.  Gubitz  who  headed  the 
University  branch  program  since  it 
was  initiated  in  1946.  Dean  Gubitz 
retired  after  39  years  at  the  Uni- 
versity. 

President  Alden,  in  announcing 
the  appointment,  said  that  Dr. 
Penson  "has  demonstrated  his  ad- 
ministrative skill  while  undertaking 


creative  academic  apprceches  to 
several  educational  programs 
wliich  he  has  headed  in  the  past 
few  years.  This  combination  will 
be  essential  in  building  excellence 
along  with  the  rapid  physical 
growth  of  the  branch  colleges." 

The  president,  in  commending 
Dean  Gubitz,  called  him  "the 
father  of  the  branch  in  this  state." 

Dean  Gubitz  "has  devoted  the 
past  19  years  of  his  life  to  the 
task  of  creating  off-campus  oppor- 
timities  for  students  of  Ohio," 
President  Alden  said.  "The  evi- 
dence of  his  success  can  be  found 
in  the  University's  six  branch 
campuses  and  in  three  Air  Force 
educational  centers  now  offering 
iiigher  education  to  5000  young 
men  and  women." 

Dr.  Penson  joined  the  Ohio 
faculty  in  1955.  Since  1963  he  has 
been  coordinator  of  the  Univer- 
sity's Center  for  Communication 
Studies,  which  includes  communi- 
cation for  organizations,  persuasion 
and  propaganda,  listening  labora- 
tory, general  semantics,  conference 
leadership  and  group  problem 
solving. 

A  1950  graduate  of  the  Univer- 
sity of  Florida,  he  received  his 
M.A.  at  Ohio  University  and  his 
Ph.  D.  from  the  University  of 
Florida.   In   1955  he  received  an 


award  for  tlie  most  outstanding  re- 
search design  in  behavorial  and 
biological  science  at  Florida.  At 
Ohio  liis  teaching  has  been  pri- 
marily in  the  areas  of  speech  path- 
ology, speech  science,  audiology, 
and  research  design,  at  both  the 
undergraduate  and  graduate  levels. 

Dean  Gubitz  joined  the  Ohio 
faculty  in  1926  as  a  professor  of 
economics,  and  was  for  16  years 
chairman  of  that  department.  A 
native  of  Utica,  N.  Y.,  he  was  grad- 
uated from  Colgate  University.  He 
received  his  M.A.  degree  from 
Indiana  University  and  completed 
advanced  graduate  work  at  the 
University  of  Wisconsin. 

In  addition  to  his  duties  with  the 
branches,  he  has  directed  the  Uni- 
versity's placement  bureau,  and 
was  for  12  years  director  of  the 
public  relations  program.  In  1953 
he  served  as  executive  director 
to  the  Sesquicentennial  Scholarship 
Fui^l  which  raised  $400,000.  The 
following  year  he  was  appointed 
director  of  the  Ohio  University 
Fund,  Inc.,  a  post  which  he  held 
until  1958. 

Among  tlie  many  honors  be- 
stowed upon  Dean  Gubitz  was  the 
distinction  in  January,  1965,  of  be- 
ing listed  in  "Who's  Who  In 
America."  He  is  also  a  member  of 
Phi  Beta  Kappa. 
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THREE  RETIRE  FROM  FACULTY 
WITH  109  YEARS  OF  SERVICE 

Three  Ohio  University  professors  \\'ith  a  combined  total 
of  109  years  of  service  retired  from  the  faculty  in  June. 

They  were  Roy  H.  Paynter,  associate  professor  of 
marketing;  Doris  M.  Sponseller,  associate  professor  of 
secretarial  studies;  and  Dr.  William  C.  Stehr,  professor 
of  entomology. 

Paynter,  a  1922  Ohio  graduate,  joined  the  faculty  in  1927. 
He  taught  one  year  at  Olean,  N.  Y.,  High  School  before 
enrolling  at  Harvard  University,  where  he  received  his  Master 
of  Business  Administration  degree  in  1925.  He  then  taught 
one  year  at  Northeastern  University  and  one  year  at  Russell 
Sage  College  before  returning  to  his   alma  mater. 

A  native  of  Portland,  O.,  Paynter's  retirement  plans  are 
indefinite.  He  and  his  wife,  Nelle,  plan  some  travel  during 
the  winter  months  but  will  continue  to  make  their  home  in 
Athens.  He  is  financial  advisor  to  Theta  Chi  fraternity. 

Miss  Sponseller  is  retiring  after  36  years  on  the  faculty. 
A  native  of  North  Canton,  O.,  she  was  graduated  from  Ohio  in 
1929  and  was  immediately  hired  to  fill  a  staff  vacancy. 
She  received  her  M.  A.  degree  from  New  York  University 
in  1934. 

In  June  Miss  Sponseller  was  presented  a  Certificate  of 
Merit  by  the  Ohio  Alumni  Association  for  Service  to  Alma 
Mater.  She  is  a  member  of  Pi  Lambda  Theta,  Beta  Alpha  Psi, 
Kappa  Delta  Pi,  Beta  Gamma  Sigma  and  Mortar  Board. 
She  has  also  served  as  president  of  the  American   Business 
Writing  Association. 

Beginning  in  the  fall.  Miss  Sponseller  will  be  a  guest 
lecturer  in  business  communications  at  San  Diego  State  College, 
San  Diego,  California. 

Dr.  William  C.  Stehr  joined  the  Ohio  faculty  in  1930  as 
an  instructor  in  zoology.  He  was  named  professor  of 
entomology  in  1943. 

Retirement  for  Dr.  Stehr  will  mean  more  time  for  him 
to  work  on  several  insect  identification  studies  he  has  underway 
and  to  publish  some  of  the  data  he  has  accumulated  over  the 
years.  "I'm  not  going  to  sit  around  and  twiddle  my  thumbs,"  he 
said. 

A  native  of  Platteville,  Wis.,  Dr.  Stelir  received  his 
B.S.,  M.S.  and  Ph.D.  from  the  University  of  Minnesota.  He 
has  written  numerous  articles  and  is  a  fellow  of  the  Ohio 
Academy  of  Science  and  the  Entomological  Society  of  America. 

He  and  his  wife,  Olga,  will  continue  to  make  their  home 
in  Athens,  although  they  do  plan  to  do  some  traveling. 
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LARGEST  GRADUATION  CLASS  IN  OHIO'S  HISTORY 
AWARDED  DEGREES  AT  THE  207th  COMMENCEMENT 


The  largest  graduation  class  in 
the  161-year  history  of  the  Uni- 
versity received  degrees  June  6 
at  the  207th  Commencement  exer- 
cises on  the  College  Green. 

Of  the  1234  graduates,  six  were 
granted  doctoral  degrees  and  102 
received  master's  degrees.  The 
breakdown  of  the  individual  col- 
leges was:  Arts  and  Sciences,  323; 
Business  Administration,  220;  Edu- 
cation, 374;  Engineering  and  Tech- 
nology, 79;  and  Fine  Arts,  111. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the 
Alumni  Association  board  of  direc- 
tors Friday,  June  4  served  as  a 
prelude  to  Alumni  Day  and  Com- 
mencement activities.  As  in  years 
past,  the  weatherman  was  kind  as 
bright  sunny  skies  and  seasonal 
temperatures  greeted  returning 
alumni. 

The  presentation  of  Certificates 
of  Merit  highlighted  the  annual 
alumni  reunion  luncheon  Saturday 


in  Baker  University  Center.  Alumni 
Executive  Director  Jack  D.  Gilbert, 
'52,  was  toastmaster  and  introduced 
members  of  the  board  of  directors, 
members  of  the  Class  of  1915,  and 
special  guests.  Each  returning  1915 
alumnus  was  presented  a  Golden 
Anniversary  certificate. 

During  the  luncheon  business 
meeting,  presided  over  by  Alumni 
President  Milton  J.  Taylor,  '50, 
alumni  elected  five  new  members 
to  the  board  of  directors. 

Beginning  new  terms  of  office 
are  J.  Edward  Belsho,  '50,  New

DISTINGUISHED  PROFESSOR  AWARD 


Dr.  Troy  Organ,  professor  of  phi- 
losophy, was  named  recipient  of 
the  Edwin  L.  and  Ruth  E.  Kennedy 
Distinguished  Professor  Award  at 
the  June  6  Commencement. 

The  award,  financed  through  the 
Ohio  University  Fund,  Inc.,  was 
established  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Ken- 
nedy, New  Vernon,  N.  J.,  in  No- 
vember of  1960.  The  Kennedys  are 
both  Ohio  University  graduates. 

In  granting  the  award,  President 
Vernon  R.  Alden  commended  Dr. 
Organ  for  "his  accomplishments  as 
a  meticulous  scholar,  a  devoted 
teacher,  and  a  productive  writer. 


"Tireless  tenacity  and  innate 
ability  have  enabled  Dr.  Organ  to 
achieve  the  highest  goals  set  for 
the  university  professor.  He  has 
written  four  books  on  philosophy, 
and  his  long  list  of  published 
articles  is  highly  regarded  by  his 
peers,"  Alden  said. 

Dr.  Organ  joined  the  Ohio 
faculty  in  1954  and  served  as  chair- 
man of  the  Department  of  Philoso- 
phy from  1956  to  1961.

He  has 
been  the  recipient  of  the  fellow- 
ships from  both  the  Ford  Founda- 
tion and  the  American  Council  on 
Education. 

Dr.  Organ  received  his  B.A.  de- 
gree from  Hastings  College  and 
his  B.D.  from  McCormick  Theo- 
logical Seminaiy.  The  State  Uni- 
versity of  Iowa  awarded  him  his 
M.A.  and  Ph.D.  degrees.  He  has 
done  post-doctoral  work  at  the 
University  of  Hawaii  and  the  Uni- 
versity of  Chicago. 

The  Distinguished  Professor 
Award  is  granted  a  professor  by  a 
committee  of  fellow  faculty  mem- 
bers. Nominations  for  the  award 
are  submitted  by  the  entire  faculty. 
The  awards  are  made  on  the  basis 
of  "outstanding  literary,  historical 
or  scientific  achievement,  or  other 
worthy  accomplishments  attaining 
wide  recognition,  with  emphasis  on 
excellence  of  classroom  teaching." 

The  award  includes  a  cash  grant 
and  a  semester's  leave  of  absence 
with  pay.

Ohio  Wins  Conference  All-Sports  Trophy; 
Fifth  Title  In  Seven  Years  For  Bobcats 


For  the  fifth  time  in  seven  years 
Ohio  University  was  awarded  the 
David  E.  Reese  All-Sports  Trophy, 
emblematic  of  athletic  supremacy 
in  the  Mid-American  Conference. 

The  presentation  of  the  hand- 
some trophy  was  made  May  22  at 
Trautwein  Field  following  comple- 
tion of  Ohio's  10-2  rout  of  Kent 
State.  Making  the  presentation  was 
Mid-American  Conference  Com- 
missioner Robert  James  and  accept- 
ing on  behalf  of  the  University  was 
Athletic  Director  WilUam  D.  Rohr. 

The  trophy,  named  this  year  for 
the  first  time  in  honor  of  the  now 
retired  first  commissioner  of  the 
conference,  shows  overall  strength 
in  the  nine  sports  in  which  the  con- 
ference contests  championships. 

Not  only  was  it  Ohio's  fifth  title 
in  seven  years,  but  third  straight  in 
a  league  that  is  being  recognized 
as  one  of  the  toughest  in  the  coun- 
try. The  trophy  is  on  display  in  the 
lobby  of  Grover  Physical  Education 
Center. 

Using  a  scoring  system  based  on 
seven  points  for  first  place,  six  for 
second,  etc.,  Ohio  finished  with  47% 
points.  The  Bobcats  won  champion- 
ships in  cross  country,  swiirmiing, 
baseball  and  golf  and  a  co-title  in 
basketball;  fourth  in  football,  fifth 
in  wrestling,  a  third  place  tie  in 
track  and  sixth  in  tennis. 

Going  into  the  19th  armual  Spring 
Sports  meet,  held  May  21-22  in 
Athens,  Ohio  was  in  second  place, 
trailing  Miami  28  to  27%.  Bowling 
Green  had  24%,  Kent  State  and 
Western  Michigan  18,  Toledo  11% 
and  Marshall  9%. 


When  the  spring  meet  ended, 
Ohio  totaled  47V2  points.  Bowling 
Green  44y2,  Miami  44,  Western 
Michigan  42,  Kent  State  28%,  To- 
ledo 23%,  and  Marshall  18%.  Last 
year  Ohio  edged  Miami  for  the 
title,  51  to  48.  The  Bobcats  have 
won  the  trophy  in  1959-60,  1960-61, 
1962-63,  1963-64  and  now  1964-65. 

Golfers  Win  Crown 

It  was  simply  no  contest  at  the 
Athens  Country  Club,  where  the 
host  Bobcats  defeated  their  nearest 
rival,  Marshall,  by  23  strokes  en- 
route  to  the  Mid-American  Confer- 
ence golf  championship.  Tlie  title 
was  the  13th  in  15  seasons  for 
Coach  Kermit  Blosser. 


Athens  senior  Bob  Littler,  Jr., 
shot  a  blistering  first  round  68  to 
lead  Ohio  to  a  seven  stroke  advan- 
tage going  into  the  final  18  holes. 
Littler's  round  was  the  lowest  of 
the  tournament. 

When  Littler  skied  to  a  76  on 
Saturday  his  teammates  picked  up 
the  slack  and  made  it  a  runaway. 
Senior  Bob  Petrou  finished  the  36 
holes  with  a  146,  three  strokes  be- 
hind the  tournament  leader  Dick 
Shepard  of  Marshall  and  two 
strokes  behind  teammate  Littler. 

Other  Bobcat  scores  were  Bill 
Ritter  with  a  148,  Gary  Goecke  150, 
Steve  Komarc  153,  and  Tim  Dickin- 
son 157.  The  top  five  scorers  were 
used  to  determine  the  winner. 

Behind  Ohio's  winning  741 
strokes  came  Marshall  with  764, 
Bowling  Green  767,  Western  Mich- 
igan 768,  Miami  771,  Toledo  783 
and  Kent  State  786. 

"I  can't  praise  them  enough  for 
what  they've  done  as  a  team,"  said 
Blosser.  "They  worked  as  hard  as 
any  team  I've  ever  had;  they 
wanted  to  win-  They  deserve  all 
the  credit  for  a  great  victory."

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MAC  Signs  Three-Year  TV  Contract 

To  Produce  Basketball  Series  Next  Season 


Television  has  come  to  the  Mid- 
American Conference. 

MAC  Commissioner  Robert  C. 
James  announced  in  Athens  May 
22  that  the  conference  had  entered 
into  a  three-year  contract  with  TV 
Sports,  Inc.,  Paterson,  N.  J.,  to  pro- 
duce an  eight-week  basketball  ser- 
ies beginning  January  8,  1966  and 
ending  February  26,  1966. 

The  series  will  be  telecast  live  on 
Saturday  afternoons  over  a  13-15 
station  network  in  Ohio,  Michigan 
and  West  Virginia.  It  will  be  seen 
by  an  estimated  one-million  view- 
ers per  week. 

The  schedule  calls  for  each  MAC 
school  to  appear  on  the  series  at 
least  once.  No  school  may  appear 
more  than  four  times  nor  host  the 
series  more  than  twice.  No  area  will 
be  blacked  out. 


According  to  a  TV  Sports  repre- 
sentative, the  weekly  series  will  in- 
clude a  pre-game  segment  featur- 
ing an  MAC  school  highlighted  by 
an  interview  with  the  school's  pres- 
ident, a  variety  type  halftime  show 
featuring  all  college  talent,  and  a 
coaches  review.  A  special  feature 
of  most  games  will  be  a  celebrity 
tipoff  with  famous  alumni  and  dis- 
tinguished guests.  Some  games  will 
be  telecast  in  color. 

"I  think  this  TV  series  will  be  a 
great  step  forward  for  the  Mid- 
American Conference,"  Commis- 
sioner James  said.  He  added  that 
it  would  not  only  aid  the  basket- 
ball programs  but  wou'd  show  the 
hundreds  of  thousands  of  alumni 
and  friends  the  great  progress  be- 
ing made  by  the  conference  schools 
in  all  phases  of  academic  life. 


Sugden,  Mitchell  Pace  Bobcat  Tracksters 
To  Tie  For  Third  In  MAC  Championships 


Brilliant  performances  by  seniors 
Barry  Sugden  and  Darnell  Mitchell 
carried  Ohio  Uni\'ersity  to  a  third 
place  tie  in  the  MAC  track  cham- 
pionships, won  for  the  eighth 
straight  year  by  Western  Michigan. 

Sugden,  the  Akron,  O.,  flash,  who 
along  with  Mitchell  lost  out  in  their 
bid  for  the  Olympics  in  Los  An- 
geles last  year,  broke  the  existing 
conference  record  in  the  440  yard 
dash,  finished  second  in  the  220 
yard  dash  and  anchored  the  run- 
ner-up mile  relay  team,  and  third 
place  440  yard  relay  team.  Mitchell 
ran  the  fastest  mile  of  his  career  in 
finishing  second  in  that  event,  and 
also  helped  Ohio  finish  second  in 
the  mile  relay. 

Sugden's  time  for  the  440  was 
:46.7,  breaking  the  MAC  and  field 
record  and  leaving  the  other  parti- 
cipants ten  yards  behind  at  the 
tape.  His  time  for  the  220  was 
:21.8,  only  one  tenth  of  a  second 


off  the  winning  time  set  by  Bowl- 
ing Green's  Henry  Williams.  He 
came  from  far  back  in  the  pack  in 
the  mile  relay,  the  final  event  of 
the  day,  to  give  Ohio  second  place 
and  a  third  place  tie  in  the  meet 
with  Miami. 

Mitchell  ran  a  4.07.3  mile  and 
then  pulled  the  mile  relay  team 
back  into  contention.  Mel  On- 
finished  second  in  the  100  and 
fourth  in  the  220. 

Ten  conference  records  were 
bioken  during  the  two  days  of 
competition,  but  it  was  Western's 
superior  depth  in  almost  every 
event  that  told  the  tale.  They  cap- 
tured five  of  fifteen  events.  In  one 
event,  the  440-yard  intermediate 
hurdles,  the  Broncos  garnered  12  of 
the  15  points  awarded. 

Western  totaled  62  points,  fol- 
lowed by  Bo\\ling  Green  with  54, 
Ohio  and  Miami  41,  Kent  State  39, 
Toledo  15  and  Marshall  3. 


Netters  Sixth 

Ohio  finished  sixth  in  the  MAC 
tennis  championship,  won  rather 
convincingly  by  Western  Michi- 
gan. The  Bobcats  finished  at  the 
bottom  last  year,  but  relinquished 
that  position  this  year  to  Marshall. 

Final  point  totals  gave  Western 
Michigan  21,  Toledo  16,  Miami  15, 
Bowling  Green  6,  Kent  State  2, 
Ohio  I,  and  Marshall  0.  Points  were 
awarded  on  a  basis  of  one  for  each 
match  won. 

Ohio's  only  point  of  the  meet 
came  in  the  singles  where  the  Bob- 
cats' number  five  man.  Jay  Braden, 
defeated  Ke\'in  Dorr  of  Kent  State, 
6-4,  6-2. 

Western  netmen  won  three  of 
the  six  singles  matches  and  one  of 
the  three  doubles  matches.  They 
finished  second  in  the  three  other 
singles  matches.  It  was  Western's 
10th  conference  title.  They  have 
also  been  co-champions  twice.

GREATEST  SEASON  EVER  FOR  BOBCATS! 


The  1965  baseball  season  will 
go  down  in  the  annals  of  Ohio 
University  as  the  greatest  ever.  For 
Coach  Bob  Wren,  completing  his 
17th  year  as  Bobcat  boss,  the  re- 
sults produced  accomplishments 
few  coaches  will  ever  attain. 

The  only  loss  during  the  regular 
season  was  a  2-1  squeaker  to  MAC 
foe  Western  Michigan.  But  the 
Bobcats  went  on  from  there  to 
win  21  straight  contests  and  finish 
the  season  with  a  spectacular  27-1 
record.  The  winning  streak  of  21 
topped  that  of  last  year,  18,  and 
the  27  wins  surpassed  the  record  of 
25  set  by  the  1950  club. 

Wren's  biggest  moment,  besides 
winning  the  MAC  and  later  being 
named  District  Four  Coach  of  the 
Year,  came  at  Oxford  on  May  14. 
The  Bobcats  racked  Miami,  16-3, 
giving  the  1943  Ohio  alumnus  his 
300th  coaching  victory. 

Over  his  17  year  career  Wren's 
teams  have  given  him  306  victories 
and  only  107  defeats.  Ohio  won  the 
MAC  baseball  crown  in  1948-53- 
54-56-60  and  1965,  and  shared  the 
title  with  Western  Michigan  in 
1959  and  Kent  State  in  1964. 

"The  past  and  the  present  record 
is  a  tribute  to  the  players,"  said 
Wren.  "I  try  to  instill  in  my  current 
teams  that  they  owe  these  guys  of 
former  years  the  price  that  it  takes 
to  pay  for  a  good  team  .  .  .  hard 
work.  I  really  believe  that." 

By  virtue  of  winning  the  MAC, 
the  Bobcats  automatically  earned  a 
berth  in  the  NCAA  District  Four 
tourney,  held  this  year  at  Ohio  Uni- 
versity. Other  representatives  in- 
cluded Big  Ten  Ohio  State,  and 
at-large  Detroit  and  Ball  State. 

The  first  day's  pairing  pitted 
Ohio   against   Detroit   and   Ohio 


State  against  Ball  State.  The  Bob- 
cats held  on  behind  the  pitching 
of  sophomore  fireballer  Tom  Mur- 
phy to  down  the  Titans,  7-6,  and 
the  Buckeyes  made  good  use  of 
sloppy  Ball  State  fielding  to  win, 
4-0. 

The  next  day,  Detroit  polished 
off  Ball  State,  4-3,  in  ten  innings 
to  send  the  Indiana  team  home  in 
the  two  losses  and  out  of  the 
tourney.  That  afternoon,  before  a 
jammed  Trautwein  Field  throng, 
Ohio  State  turned  three  Ohio 
miscues  into  three  unearned  runs 
enroute  to  a  4-2  win.  Senior  right- 
hander Len  Stahl  took  the  loss, 
his  second  of  the  year  against  nine 
wins.  It  was  only  Ohio's  third  loss 
in  the  last  49  games. 

According  to  tourney  regulations, 
Ohio  then  had  to  tangle  with  De- 
troit again,  the  winner  meeting  un- 
defeated Ohio  State  and  the  loser 
going  to  the  sidelines.  The  Bobcats 


immediately  jumped  into  an  early 
lead  behind  junior  portsider  Larry 
Robinson,  and  continued  to  add  to 
it.  By  the  eightli  inning  the  Bobcats 
held  a  6-0  lead.  But  then  the  Titans 
got  hot,  the  Ohio  inner  defense 
went  sour,  and  before  tliree  outs 
were  recorded  Detroit  held  a  7-6 
lead. 

When  sub  first  baseman  Phil 
Williams  hammered  the  first  pitch 
in  the  bottom  of  the  eighth  for  a 
game-tying  home  run,  things 
looked  rosy  again.  But  that  was  all 
the  Bobcats  could  get.  In  the  ninth, 
with  darkness  closing  in,  Detroit 
tallied  tlie  winning  run  on  a  single 
and  long  double  to  end  the  season 
for  the  Bobcats. 

"The  law  of  averages  just  caught 
up  with  us,"  was  Wren's  philosophi- 
cal answer.  "I  know  the  boys  are 
very  disheartened,  but  I'm  proud 
of  them.  They  had  a  fine  year."

SEPTEMBER  18 


War  clouds  were  gathering  as  3200  students  registered  for  classes  in 
September,  1939.  Herman  G.  James  was  president.  Dean  Irma  E.  Voigt  and 
Lady  greeted  freshman  women  in  the  famous  backyard  garden. 

Don  "Little  Magician"  Peden  finally  got  his  Bobcats  rolling  in  high  gear, 
and  on  Homecoming  they  defeated  Dayton  14-0.  The  biggest  game  of  the  year 
was  the  14-12  last  minute  win  over  Western  Reserve.  Touchdowns  were  scored 
by  Jimmy  Snyder  and  Howard  Wertman,  but  it  was  the  two  extra  points  by 
John  Zahrndt  that  proved  the  difference.  Ohio  won  its  final  five  games  and 
finished  the  year  with  a  fine  6-3  record. 

Names  such  as  Men's  Union  President  Sam  Downer,  Interfraternity 
Council  President  Jim  Isaacs,  Class  President  Donovan  Zook,  Junior  Prom 
King  and  Queen  Tommy  Carroll  and  Mary  Jane  Beeler,  and  Ohio  Revue  Pro- 
ducer John  McKinven  graced  the  front  pages  of  Editor  Frank  K.  Lauden's 
Ohio  University  Post.  Business  Manager  was  Katherine  Hull,  the  first  coed 
ever  to  hold  the  position.  Arthur  W.  Sherman  was  Athena  Editor  and  John 
W.  Todd  controlled  the  money. 

Students,  munching  hamburgers  at  Carl's  Lunch,  talked  over  such  big 
name  personalities  as  Duke  Ellington,  Kay  Kyser,  H.  V.  Kaltenbom,  and  the 
world  premier  of  Dr.  John  Erskine's  "Henry  Disarms."  The  days  and  nights 
were  pretty  well  regulated  by  the  ringing  of  the  Cutler  Hall  tower  bell  and 
the  B&O  "Streamliner,"  that  whistled  through  Athens  every  night  at  9:40  and 
9:50. 

1940  was  a  good  year  for  Coach  W.  J.  "Dutch"  Trautwein's  basketball 
Bobcats,  too.  Led  by  Frank  Baumholtz,  Pete  Lalich,  Jimmy  Snyder,  Charles 
Bhckensderfer,  Vern  Dienzer  and  Harry  MacSherry,  Ohio  tallied  1,289  points 
in  winning  19  of  25  games. 

Spring  sports  highlights  included  a  11-9  record  for  the  baseball  squad 
and  Waldo  Terrel's  fine  performances  in  leading  the  track  squad  to  one  of  the 
best  years  in  Ohio's  history. 

A  lot  more  happened  in  those  ten  months.  Lasting  friendships  were  made 
and  continued  long  after  graduation  day.  The  four  years  went  by  pretty  fast; 
now  those  four  years  have  turned  into  twenty-five. 

On  September  18  the  1940  class  will  hold  its  Silver  Anniversary  Reunion 
on  the  Ohio  University  campus.  The  event  is  timed  to  the  opening  of  the 
1965  home  football  season  and  a  sufficient  number  of  rooms  have  been  reserved 
at  the  beautiful  new  Ohio  University  Inn. 

The  campus  is  larger  but  the  atmosphere  is  still  the  same.  Make  it  a  date 
to  renew  old  friendships  September  18  in  Athens.
